The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office is proud 
to announce that Fifth 
Grade students from Tay¬ 
lor Elementary and the Au¬ 
gusta Elementary Schools 
have graduated from the 
SALUTE (Students And 
LawEnforcement United 
Through Education) Pro¬ 
gram. Taylor Elementary 
graduated ninety-eight (98) 
students on November 9, 
2017 and Augusta Elemen¬ 
tary graduated twenty-eight 
(28) students on November 
6, 2017. This is the fifth 
graduating class of students 
from each school since this 
program was implemented 
in the Fall of 2013. District 
Court Judge Jeff Schum¬ 
acher spoke to the Bracken 
County class and Chief 
Deputy Scott spoke to the 
Augusta class during their 
graduation ceremonies. 

At the end of the 10 
weeks of instruction all 
students are required to 
write an essay. A total of 
seven winners are chosen 
from the graduating classes 
and that winner gets to read 
their essay at the gradua¬ 
tion. There are a lot of very 
good essays and sometimes 
it is difficult to choose the 
winner. In addition to the 
essay winners this year the 
WoodmenLife donated two 
Kindle Fires to be given 
away to students at both 
school Districts. Mary 
Ann Cummins presented 
the Kindle Fire to the Au¬ 
gusta School winner (Ci- 
ara Goebel) and Mary Ann 
Cummins presented the 
Kindle Fire to the Taylor 
Elementary winner (Haley 
Meade). 

Chief Deputy Bob Scott 
taught his last DARE (Drug 
Abuse Resistance Educa¬ 
tion) class during the 2013 
school year.

Farm bill renewal 
is in sight 

By Brian Depew, exec, dir., 
Center for Rural Affairs 

Congress will write a 
new farm bill in 2018. Initia¬ 
tives that support conserva¬ 
tion, beginning farmers, local 
and regional markets, and 
rural businesses are up for de¬ 
bate. 

We believe the new farm 
bill should: 

Protect and improve 
farm conservation programs 
- Stewardship of our land and 
water for future generations 
is a core tenet of our work at 
the Center for Rural Affairs. 
Programs that support work¬ 
ing lands conservation help to 
steward our natural resources, 
while keeping land in produc¬ 
tion to support local econo¬ 
mies. We’ll work to retain 
gains made in conservation 
programs in the last two farm 
bills, while also streamlining 
programs so they work better 
together. 

Reform commodity pro¬ 
grams - Under current policy, 
the very largest farms can col¬ 
lect crop insurance subsidies 
without limit. That blocks be¬ 
ginning farmers and ensures 
that, as the largest farms grow, 
they collect even more sub¬ 
sidies. We support a $50,000 
cap on crop insurance premi¬ 
ums. One government report 
showed this cap would reduce 
subsidies to the largest 2.5 
percent of farms, helping to 
level the playing field. 

Protect investment in be¬ 
ginning farmers and entre¬ 
preneurial development - En¬ 
trepreneurial development 
is a proven strategy to create 
opportunity in rural America. 
Programs that support be¬ 
ginning farmers, local and 
regional markets, rural busi¬ 
nesses, and small towns are all 
set to expire with the current 
farm bill. Extending, improv¬ 
ing, and building on these pro¬ 
grams are key strategies for 
driving change in small towns 
across the nation.

(“DSM-EE”) program portfolio, as shown in KU’s Adjustment Clause Demand-Side Management Cost Recovery Mechanism (“DSM”) tariff and the resulting changes in its DSM Cost Recovery Component (“DSMRC”) charges. In its application, KU 
will notify the Commission that the revised DSM tariff sheets are proposed to become effective on and after January 5, 2018; however, because KU anticipates the Commission will suspend the proposed changes in the DSM tariff to conduct an 
investigation of the proposed changes, KU will ask the Commission to approve the proposed changes in its DSM-EE program portfolio and resulting charges under the DSM tariff to be effective on January 1, 2019.

KU proposes also to make available DSM-EE program to, and to apply DSM charges to, industrial customers. KU is also revising its definition of “industrial” for the purposes of DSM to include only those customers engaged in activities primarily 
using electricity in a process or processes that involve either the extraction of raw materials from the earth or a change of raw or unfinished materials into another form or product. KU is also proposing an opt-out for industrial customers’ meters 
serving energy-intensive loads, defined as any meter served under Rate TODP, RTS, or FLS. To be eligible to opt out, an industrial customer must state it has implemented cost-effective energy-efficiency measures not subsidized by other rate 
classes for the loads served by the meters to be opted out. Customers choosing to opt out eligible meters must submit an opt-out form to KU; properly completed and submitted opt-out forms will be processed and opt-outs implemented by the second 
full billing cycle following form submission. Opt outs will be effective indefinitely, though a customer may seek to opt back into DSM charges and DSM-EE programs for opted-out meters as soon as one year after opting out. Any opted-in meter or 
meter that serves load that has participated in a DSM-EE program may not opt out for at least three years after most recently opting in or participating in a DSM-EE program, whichever is later. 

In addition, KU proposes to include DSM in the Adjustment Clauses section of Rate FLS because such customers will now be able to participate in DSM-EE programs and be subject to DSM charges unless meters served under Rate FLS are opted 
out.

Goky.ky.gov communi¬ 
cate s additional information 
to Kentucky travelers, de¬ 
tailing KYTC’s snow and ice 
removal response, including 
treatment and plowing of 
roadways. Visitors to GoKY 
can access the latest informa¬ 
tion about what’s happening 
in their local counties. 

Thousands of men and 
women serve on the front¬ 
lines and behind the scenes 
of the Cabinet’s snow and ice 
removal efforts. Throughout 
the season, the KYTC will 
be highlighting select district 
snowfighters on Facebook 
and Twitter and sharing their 
sage advice on how to stay 
safe on the roads. 

A new strike force of 
retrofit snow plows housed 
in Frankfort was available 
last year for statewide de¬ 
ployment as needed during 
winter weather emergencies. 
Reserved for high priority 
routes to ensure interstates 
remain open, the strike force 
is again in place this winter. 
Public preparation 

KYTC encourages mo¬ 
torists to prepare for winter 
and remain safe by follow¬ 
ing these tips: 

• Pay attention to weath¬ 
er advisories. Weather will 
impact your commute on 
some level. 

• Travel only as nec¬ 
essary during major snow 
events. It’s better to be stuck 
at home than to be stuck on 
the road. 

• Maintain a safe dis¬ 
tance from snowplows and 
other heavy highway equip¬ 
ment. 

• Do not pass snowplows 
on the shoulder. 

• Allow time for a slower 
commute. 

• Winterize vehicles. 

• Stock vehicles with 
blankets, flash light and an 
emergency supply kit. 

• Know before you go. 
Visit goky.ky.gov and down¬ 
load the free Waze app to 
check traffic conditions be¬ 


fore you travel. 

• Eliminate distractions 
(e.g. using phone and eating) 
while driving. 

• Cooperate with the 
expectations of the Quick 
Clearance law, which re¬ 
quires drivers to move ve¬ 
hicles to the shoulder in the 
event of a non-injury crash. 


if not generations. It’s also 
been fun to leam and share the 
history of this relocated cabin 
and the Kentucky Artisans 
with non-locals.

Thoughts of snow and 
ice may be far from the 
minds of Kentuckians with 
warm temperatures hover¬ 
ing over the state, but the 
Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet (KYTC) is sound¬ 
ing the battle cry “Winter is 
Coming” to alert motorists 
to prepare for the impend¬ 
ing wintery conditions. The 
KYTC stands ready to tackle 
the elements with sharpened 
plow blades, stocked salt 
supplies and trained mainte¬ 
nance crews. 

“Snow and ice season is 
upon us,” said KYTC Secre¬ 
tary Greg Thomas. “Trans¬ 
portation crews are prepared 
to serve the public over the 
next few months by respond¬ 
ing to winter weather events 
that may affect travel. We 
encourage Kentucky motor¬ 
ists to be equally prepared.” 

With a strategy reminis¬ 
cent of combat, nearly 2,000 
professional “snowfighters” 
and support staff have been 
briefed and trained on best 
practices for snow and ice 
removal in an effort to keep 
motorists moving on Ken¬ 
tucky roadways. A statewide 
brigade of trucks and plows 
stands ready, and a strike 
force of eight plows is po¬ 
sitioned for district deploy¬ 
ment from the state capital 
during major winter weather 
events. 

“Our mission for snow 
and ice removal is to keep 
traffic moving safely with 
an emphasis on maintaining 
mobility along critical cor¬ 
ridors and priority routes,” 
said Patty Dunaway, state 
highway engineer. “Our 


teams will strive to provide a 
uniform response statewide 
to achieve safe driving con¬ 
ditions on roadways while 
considering environmen¬ 
tal and economic factors to 
steward taxpayer money re¬ 
sponsibly.” 

During routine snow and 
ice occurrences, KYTC will 
operate using snow and ice 
priority route maps. In 2016, 
the Cabinet updated snow 
and ice removal policies for 
operational efficiency and 
cost effectiveness. While 
many aspects of the policy 
remain the same, treatment 
turnaround time adjustments 
were made to allow crews to 
focus on removing snow and 
ice from interstates and other 
priority routes. These adjust¬ 
ments improve statewide 
mobility, help alleviate po¬ 
tential safety challenges and 
curb increased costs caused 
by weather conditions that 
lead to inoperable equipment 
or ineffective treatment. 

Launched last winter, the 
Cabinet’s snow and ice in¬ 
formation website, snowky. 
ky.gov, provides details 
about priority routes, help¬ 
ful winter weather tips, fact 
sheets and videos on salt ap¬ 
plication and snow removal. 

For severe winter storm 
events, the Cabinet has es¬ 
tablished a snow emergency 
plan similar to state emer¬ 
gency plans for other major 
weather events (e.g., floods, 
hurricanes and earthquakes). 
The snow emergency plan 
will allow available re¬ 
sources within each county 
to be diverted as needed to 
ensure optimal mobility for
